6 such experts, special counsel, and such clerical, stenographic, 

7 and other assistants shall be paid out of the contingent fund 

8 of the House on vouchers authorized by said committee and 

9 signed by the chairman of the committee, and approved by 

10 the Committee on House Administration. 

11 Sec. 2. The official stenographers to committees may be 

12 used at all hearings held in the District of Columbia, if not 

13 otherwise engaged. 
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
